Mill Valley residents may face an 
$82,500 bond issue next April to 
extend its sewer lines and to buy 
major pieces of city equipment. 
The possibility was discussed a< 
the city council meeting last night 
There are four major proposals: 
1—Sewer line extensions, $50,000 
City Engineer A1 Siemer submitted 
a report on extension of the sewer 
lines from the comer of Sycamore 
and Locust into the golf course tract 
and ending “at the angle bend in 
Del Casa street." 
He estimated cost of the project 
would be $43,240, but suggested the 
$50,000 figure for the bond issue 
to take care of “further inflation 
and bonding costs." 
2—Purchase of a new 1,000-gallon 
pumper to replace a 1924 LaFrance 
engine now in use. $17,500; and 
purchase of a 170-horscpower, $9,000 
fire truck to replace a 1929 GMC 
truck which is “no longer depend­ 
able." 
Fire Chief LesMe Armager urged 
the council to take immediate ac­ 
tion toward purchasing the new 
fire truck to be available by June 
next year. Hf said it takes nearly 
six months to constnict one of the 
trucks and that the need will be 
great next fire season. 
To make the old LaFrance usable 


and safe for a stand-by in the fu­ 
ture, the council last night author­ 
ized purchase of four new tires at 
approximate cost of $600. High cost 
is because they will have to be spec­ 
ially made because that type of tire 
is no longer made. 
3—Purchase of a new ambulance 
at a cost of $4,000 or more. Dis­ 
cussion of whether such a move 
should be made was put off until 
the council can meet with Armager 
and discuss use of the ambulance 
and advisability of the city provid­ 
ing free ambulance service.

KROEGER PLAN CONFAB

Courthouse halls resounded today 
with echoes of yesterday’s “closed” 
meeting of Marin county supervisors 
with the grand jury.

Chairman EtnE Pohli of the grand 
jury’s committee to work with the 
supervisors on the survey said he 
was “disillusioned" by the "negative 
attitude" expressed by the super­ 
visors yesterday. 
‘Personally," said Pohli, “I have 
ong felt that much good could be 
accomplished and many deficiencies 
of the present county government 
could be rectEied U the principal 
recommendation of the Kroeger re­ 
port—appointment of a county ad­ 
ministrative officer and assistant— 
were carried out without delay." 
DOWN THE DRAIN* 
“It seems to me." he continued, 
“that, the $7,800 which the county 
spent for the report has been money 
down the drain." 
However, PohM quoted Chairman 
T. Fred Bagshaw of the supervisors 
as Insisting (at yesterday’s dosed 
session) that the mere putting into 
effect of the Kroeger recommenda­ 
tions concemliig Job classification 
was worth far more than $7,800 to 
the county. 
“It was evident at yesterday’s 
meeting." Pohli told the Independ- 


ent-Joumal today, “that the board 
of supervisors has no intention of 
taking any immediate steps to make 
the very necessary changes in the 
county governmental set up recom­ 
mended in the Kroeger survey. 
“In my humble opinion, the super­ 
visors have been dereEct in tbeir 
duty by faOlng to carry out the 
principal recommendation—appoint­ 
ment of an administrative officer— 
long since.

HST Off On Vocation Soys He 
Didn't Say He Would Back Ike 


WASHINGTON ÍU.R) — President 
Truman said today there is "not a 
word of truth" in a New York Times 
report that he offered to back Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower lor the Demo- 
cratio presidential nomination In 
1952. 
' 
He made the statement'to report­ 
ers Just before boarding his plant, 
the Independence, for a long vaca­ 
tion in Key West, Fla. 
Mr. Truman said he would not 
have given the report a second 
thought if it had been written by 
Columnist Walter Wincheil or Wai­ 
ter TVohan of the Chicago Frubune. 
But, he added, *T never would have 
thought it of (Arthur) Krock." 
Krock, who heads the Times' 
Washington bureau, had reportad 
that Mr. Truman made the offer to 
back Eisenhower earlier this week, 
presumably" at their private Blair 
House luncheon on Monday. 
According to Krock. Eisenhower 
did Inot accept because ha could not 
agree with certain administration 
domestic policies, such as ptoposed 
amendments to the Taft-Hartley 
labor act. 
Krock said he got his information 
from sources he believed, to be ‘re­ 
liable and informed" and* decided to 
publish it even though he exp'ccted 
“categorical and angry denials." 
In 
Paris, an official SHAPE 
spokesman said that “as far as 
SHAPE knows" Krock's report “is 
purely fictional." 


'’General Eisenhower stated at his 
press conference in the United 
States that political matters were 
not discussed between the President 
and him and that the discussions 
had only covered matters of his 
command." 
The spokesman gave a similar 
answer to a report by Columnist 
Walter Wincheil that Eisenhower 
had met secretly with New York 
Gov, Thomas E. Dewey and agreed 
to aiinounce bis candidacy for the 
Republican nomlnatjpn before Jan. 1. 
"General' Elsenhower said speci­ 
fically at his press conference in 
the United States that he had not 
discussed polities and we have no 
comment to add to that," the 
spokesman said of the Wincheil re- 
poft, 
’The first denial came from White 
House Press Secretary Joseph Short 
last n i ^ t Alter talking with the 
President, he told newsmen that the 
report “is not true." 
Ihe President himself was asked 
about the report during a brief chat 
with newsmen at the airport before 
his take-off for Key West. 
“There is not a word of truth in 
It," he said. "If Walter Wincheil 
or Walter Trohan had written a 
story like that, I wouldn’t have 
thought anything about it. But I 
never would have thought it of 
Krock.” 
A decision by Elsenhower to run 


ior President on Ihe Democratli 
ticket would be welccuned by iouth- 
sm states’ rights Democrats wha 
are seeking a way to block Mr. Tru* 
man's re-electioa 
Most of them have aiiumed, how* 
ever, that if Eltenliowir runa, he 
will do so as a Republican. Ben. 
James H. Duff (R,, Pa.), Ck»v. 
Thomas E Dewey of New York and 
others of Eisenhower's GOP sup­ 
porters are going ahead with Ike- 
for-president plans without any evi­ 
dent doubt that the general is a 
Republican.

“That’s all the evidence you're 
going to get," said the Judge, and 
dismissed them. 
Defense Attorney Jerry Giesler of 
Los Angeles, who surprised the court 
by resting his case without calling 
a single witness, refused comment. 
Mrs. Ryan had told Investigators 
and a coroner's Jury she shot in 
self-defense. She said Ray had Jab­ 
bed a 21 rifle Into her stomach 
after she ordered him off her ranch.

He has passion 
for pleasing tnd exciting shapes in 
stone and steel and modem plastlest 
his forms are primarily abatrael as­ 
semblies, employing sweqdsf eurves 
and interesting points of tmJ^aneed 
emphasis. 
His art Is **modem** In ev«ry sfnia, 
yet critics sty it escapes entirely 
the touch of a certain weary, modem 
school concerned mainly with dls« 
tortion and obsessed with the dread­ 
ful. There is the stamp of youthful 
exuberance In most of his llgiree 
in wood and stone.

Building In 
Ross Valley 
Is Lagging 
All was Quiet on the Ross Valley 
building front during October, as 
construction showed its usual sea­ 
sonal lag. Total permits came to 
only $184.708, compared with Sep­ 
tembers $380309. 
Building inspectors in four of five 
towns reported drops. Only excep­ 
tion was Corte Madera, where Frank 
Nelson issued permits for $54,150, 
almost double the total for the pre­ 
vious month of $28300. Four new 
dwellings accounted for $42300 of 
the total. 
At San Anselmo, a flood of build­ 
ers during October trying to beat 
the November 1 deadline on mate­ 
rial allocations finally receded. 
Nello Marcucci handled only $42,- 
708 worth of building permits, less 
than a third of September’s $136,475. 
Five new homes were started at a 
cost of $29,479. San Anselmo fig­ 
ures are adjusted to 1940 levels, less 
than half of present costs. 
Joe Regonl at Ross met the same 
situation in his town, where build­ 
ing slumped from a swollen total 
of $115,600 to a quiet $23,700. Only 
one residence was started, at a cost 
of $8,500. 
Fairfax also had less activity, as 
Mrs. Alice Leonesio issued 10 per­ 
mits for Uve new homes, two gar­ 
ages, and alterations, making a 
monthly total of $35,150. Figure for 
September was $81,486, the highest 
in more than a year. 
Mrs, Mary Courtrlght at Larkspur 
reported another decline when 
building fell from $18348 in Sep­ 
tember tO' a bare $9,800'. A permit 
for $8,000 was granted to Charles 
McLcran for a store building, and 
the remainder went for home ad­ 
ditions and alterations.

PARIS ÍA»)—At last Paris design­ 
ers seem to be worrying about wear­ 
ability. 
Judged by the just-finished mid- 
season ooUections, they can no 
longer be accused of going to foolish 
extremes. In fact, compared with an 
ordinary season, the new fashions 
arc just plain tame.

Dr. Scalapino Declares US. 


Must 'Cooperate, Compromise' 


The words spoken by Robert A. 
Scalapino, Ph. D. at the meeting of 
the San Rafael Improvement Club 
Tuesday rang ominously in the ears 
of his listeners. Speaking cm the 
Crisis in the Par East," the assist­ 
ant professor of political science at 
University of Caliiomia declared: 
“We have to cooperate and com­ 
promise (in Korea). We are in a 
place where a compromfee is ab­ 
solutely essential." 
Dr. Scalapino, a Harvard graduate, 
who was a Japanese language of­ 
ficer in U. S. Navy Intelligence 
1944-1946 and served with Counter 
Intelligence, Military Government 
and Civil Censorship in Okinawa, 
the Philippines and Japan, said; 
"The Japanese are more fearful of 
war than Americans . . . Japan is 
not anxious to engage in war over­ 
seas and we will make a/great mis­ 
take if we try to move Japan into 
being a foremost ally.” 
Most colonial powers left the 
countries which they had controlled 
with an unbalanced economy said 
Dr. Scalapino. Although the United 
States had been a better '"colonizer” 


than most othtr countries, the pro­ 
fessor asserted "In §0 years we did 
nothing to solve the tenancy prob­ 
lem in the Philippines." He pointed 
to the high interest rates and the 
high rents as examples. 


Throughout the Far East there 
has been an "extraordinary In­ 
equality of wealth," Dr. Scalapino 
said, and added, "You do not build 
a democracy where 10 percent of the 
people have the wealth." 
"Extraordinary corruption a n d 
graft” 
marked 
the years 
when 
Chiang Kai-shek was In power and 
he lost support of every class of 
people in China, Tuesday’s speaker 
stated. After saying that Chinese 
peasants, lower classes, middle clas­ 
ses and the intellectuals did not 
support Chiang, and that the in­ 
tellectuals are the leaders he de­ 
clared, "The intellectuals are not on 
our side. The academic student 
groups moved into the Communist 
Camp.” 


"Communist China now has a 
strong government,” the speaker 
said. He pointed out that all of the. 


effective opponents of the regime 
had been wiped out and that a 
variety of appeals are being'made 
to the people. The Communists have 
become experts in the exploitation 
of the emotions of people, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Scalapino. He said that 
they appeal to the desire for peace. 
Independence and economic and 
social rights and reforms. Demo-

Wherever rare or poorly-cooked 
pork is eaten, there li danger of 
trichinosis. So ipuch has been writ­ 
ten about the necessity for the 
thorough cooking of pork, that all 
should be alert to the seriousness of 
this disease. Yet, despite all this, it 
still occurs throughout the world 
and is particularly prevalent in the 
United States. 
The disease-producing organisms 
occur in the form of larvae In in­ 
fected pork flesh. Thorough cooking 
destroys the larvae, but when part­ 
ially-cooked meat Is eaten, the lar­ 
vae can cause the disease. 
Dissolve Capsule 
‘The digestive juices of the small 
intestine dissolve the capsule that 
surrounds the larvae. The adult 
worms released by the digestive 
juices begin to breed new larvae. 
These burrow Into the intestinal 
walls, get into the lymphatic ves­ 
sels, pass through the Ifver and 
lungs, and reach the general blood 
circulation. They then spread all 
over the body to the muscle tissues. 


‘ As a general rule, the muscles of 
the diaphragm, neck, tongue, eyes 
and larynx are affected. The body 
forms cysts around the larvae and 
the cysts become calcified. 
Symptoms of Disease 
Immediately after infection, the 
person may become nauseated, have 
abdominal pain, fever and some 
severe diarrhea. Intermittent fever, 
weakness, pains in the muscles, pro­ 
fuse sweating and swelling of the 
affected muscles may occur. Pain­ 
ful 
swallowing 
and 
ti;ouble 
in 
breathing may also develop. 


In about three weexs, recovery 


usually is complete, although the 
patient may have vague muscle 
pains and b« susceptible to fatigue 
for m ^ y months. Deaths may oc­ 
cur in Severe cases. 


The diagnosis of trichinosis may 
be very difficult to make. However, 
the use of a skin test, in which the 
extract of the trichinella larvae is 
injected under the skin, may be 
helpful. 


No Known Treatment 
There Is no known treatment for 
trichinosis. 
If there 
are severe 
stomach symploms after eating in­ 
adequately-cooked pork, it may be 
suggestive of trichinosis, and the 
person should be seen by his physi­ 
cian. If all other conditions are 
eliminated as a possible cause, a 
good purgative, as prescribed by the 
physician,* may help prevent spread 
of the disease. The patient should 
be put to bed, ai complete rest, dur­ 
ing a severe attack; the use of cal­ 
cium injections may relievo some of 
the pain. 


The best treatment is the preven­ 
tion of this disease by eating only 
pork which has been well cooked.

A hale and 
hearty beef stew combines plentiful, 
economy-wise potatoes and other 
seasonal vegetables with economy 
cuts of beef. 
The same high quality protein, 
vitamins and minerals which are 
foun^ In the most expensive cuts of 
meat are* also found in these beef 
cuts which are suitable íqi* stews 
fdre shank, * brisket, short 
ribs, 
flank, neck, plate, chuck, heel of 
round, kidney. Look for these cuts 
by name when you go to market;

Appearance. Cut the meat into 
pieces of uniform size.

A border of fluffy rice or buttered 
egg noodles gives an attractive 
finish, added food values. 
Vege'tables for itews. Onions, car­ 
rots and potatoes are standard 
equipment.

Turnips Turn Up 
In Many Ways 
Turnips have been cultivated since 
etrliast times. Modem research has 
prdved them m good source* of sev­ 
eral vitemiM. Good Winter turnips 
of the' purple-top variety have all 
the charirteristica of quality root 
v^etables; smooth skin, firmness 
and good weight for their size. 
Raw tornipa. Serve them in strips 
similar to carrot strips, shaved or 
grated in salads such as turnip and 
apple Of with cabbage and green 
pepper. They’re good in sandwiches 
tmce In a while. 
Cook tomipt. Steam them. Boil 
them and mash them. Quarter and 
cook in stew or with roast. Shaved, 
cooked for about 5 minutes in a very 
little boiling salted water and in a 
covered pan, they are delicious when 
simply seasoned with butter, salt 
and pepper. Or cut in strips* (juli­ 
enne) and cook for 10 minutes as 
noted above. Or scallop them. 
Scalloped Turnips. Parboil 4 cups 
diced turnips in boiling salted wáter 
for 15 minutes. Drain, saving water 
to dilute the evaporated milk. Melt 
tablespoons fat or oil and mix 
with 1 cup coarse dry bread crumbs. 
Place alternate layers of turnips 
and bread crumbs in a greased dish, 
sprinkling salt and pepper on each 
layer of turnips. Pour on »4 cup 
evaporated milk diluted with % cup 
water in which turaips were cooked.

notony when it comes to stews 
Preparation Review. 
Cut meat 
in uniform pieces, usually about 1^4 
inch cubes. 
Season with salt and 
pepper. Dredge with flour, if de­ 
sired. Brown meat well in its own 
fat or in hot lard. Best utensil is 
a heavy kettle with tight-fitting 
lid or Dutch oven. Add just enough 
w'ater, ci'ther hot or cold 'to cover 
meat. Cover kettle 
closely and 
cook at simmering until meat is 
tender, usually about 1% 'to 2 hours. 
Never boil or meat becomes dry 
and stringy. 
Add vegetables Just long enough 
before serving to insure their be­ 
ing cooked.

How We Ve 'Grown, Prospered' 
Under Truman Administration 


“Caliloreia liai grown and prospered under 
the Truman administration/* says the First 
Congressional district co-chairman of the Dem­ 
ocratic party of California (in a letter pub­ 
lished elsewhere on this page today.) 
You could have fooled us. 
We thought California had grown and pros­ 
pered during the fast nine years under the ad­ 
ministration of Governor Earl Warren.

• 


.\s citizens of the United States. Californians 
it is true have been under the rule of the 
present Washington Administration since that 
fateful day in April of 1945 when Harry S. 
Truman suddenly and unexpectedly found 
himself taking the oath of office as our presi­ 
dent. 
Let's have a look at the record of the six 
and a half years which have since elapsed; 
let's sec how we Americans have **grown and 
prospered.” 
Six and a half years ago the United States 
was the most powerful nation on the face of 
the globe. We had the strongest army, navy 
and air force in the world. We had a monop­ 
oly on the atomic bomb. So far as people in the 
world were concemcd, there were approxf- 
matcly 1,760,000,000 on our side and only 180,- 
000,000 on the Communist side. 
Six and a half years have passed — six and 
a half years of conferences, of "little” wars 
like the one in Korea, of lack of leadenhip in 
Washington. And what is the situation today? 
Today, w^e are no longer stronger on the 
ground; we think we are stronger in strategic air 
but we know we arc weaker in tactical air. We 
think we're stronger on the sea but we know 
were w'caker beneath the sea. 
We no longer 
have a monopoly on the atomic bomb, although 
we still think W'c have more A-bombs than does 
our potential enemy. And when we analyze the 
breakdown in peoples in the wwld, what do we 
find? Today, there arc only 450,000,000 people 
that can be counted on the side of the free 
nations — our side. 
There arc 800,000,000 
people on the Communist side, and there are 
600,000,000 that will have to be classified as 
neutral — countries like India and Pakistan. 
In other words, six and a half years ago the 
odds in people in the world were 9-to-l in our 
favor and today they are 5-to-3 against us. 
Despite the millions of words of testimony 
by administration witnesses in the MacArthur 
hearings, attempting to justify, explain and 
excuse this record, the simple fact remains that 
we have lost 600,000,000 people to the Com­ 
munists in six and one half years — nearly 100,- 
000.000 per year. 
So much for "our growth and prosperity” in 
international relations under the Truman ad­ 
ministration. 
Now let's take a look at that part of the rec­ 


ord relating to the internal security of our 
nation in this unfriendly world in which we 
find oursch'cs. 
Leaving out the cases in which charges have 
becn^ade but not yet proven, and consider­ 
ing only those cases in which documentary 
evidence, court convictions, and confessions of 
those involved established the truth of the 
, charges, here are some of the top members of 
the administration involved in Communist 
activities: 
Alger Hiss, who was the scaetary of the 
United Nations conference, a member of the 
policy planning division of our State Depart­ 
ment and one of our top advisers at the Yalta 
conference; Harry Dexter White, a former as­ 
sistant secretary of the treasury; Lee Pressman, 
a former general counsel of the CIO who by 
his own admission at a time when he was gen­ 
eral counsel to two top agencies of this govern­ 
ment in 1935 was a card-carrying, dedicated 
member of the Communist party; Nathan Witt, 
former secretary of the National Labor Rela­ 
tions board; Julian ^Wadlcigh of the trade 
agreements section of the State Department, 
William Remington who held a |IO.OO-a- 
year job with the Commerce Department, 
where his duty was to clear exports to the iron- 
curtain countries. 
There are a score of others who held similar 
positions of power and iniucncc, but this list 
will suffice to indicate the seriousness of the 
problem and the cffectivencsi with which the 
Communists infiltrated the very highest coun­ 
cils of the administration. 
And not long ago we saw tlie shocking ex­ 
posure of the atomic spy ring in the United 
States; a ring which was so elective that, ac­ 
cording to General Groves who headed our 
atomic projects during the war, the Russuins 
obtained the secrets of the atomic bomb at 
least five yean before they would have gotten 
them by their own devices. 
The fact that this infiltration occurred is 
not, however, what is particularly disturbing. 
The tragedy is that top administration officials 
have refused tiipe and time again to recognize 
the existence of the "fifth column'* in our coun­ 
try and to take effective action to clean sub­ 
versives out of the administrative branch of 
the government in Washington. 
And that's how we Americans have enjoyed 
"growth and prosperity” in the field of internal 
security in an unfriendly world under the Tru­ 
man administration. 
• 
We'll pursue this matter of "growth and 
prosperity” further in this space tomorrow, 
with special attention to the situation which 
has seen our military strength dwindle pitifully 
despite huge defense appiypriations. And we’ll 
examine some of the records relating to the 
moral standards of the Truman administration.

Churchill 
May Gef More 
Aid From U.S. 
After the victory of the conaerv*- 
tive party and Wineton Churchill 
in the recent British election, re­ 
action in the United Statai tended 
to put stronr emphasis on the 
outcome. Much, of the :interpreta- 
tion held that socialism in Britain 
had not merely a check but a re- 
verse. Which it was depends large­ 
ly on whether Prinfe Minister 
Churchill undeitakes to undo the 
labor government’s nationalisation 
of the iron and steel industry and 
whether he succeeds. 
If Mr. Churchill moves toward 
this, the socialist party leaders can 
be expected to resist desperately. 
For them, undoing of the nation- 
alization of iron and steel would 
be kleologlcil life or death, and 
the temperament and zeal of some 
of them 'justifies Winston Chur- 
chill's phrase “.socialist b%ots.* 
Their 
implacable 
determination 
and the importance they attach to 
the natfonalization of this indus­ 
try was made plain in the original 
debate on nationalizing iron and 
steel that took pltce in late 1948. 
ONE LABOR PAR^Y member 
said that “ho labor government 
concerned about ita future can 
possibly afford not to nationalise 
iron and steel.” The reason lies in 
the,keystone importance of steel in 
any country’s economy. This was 
recognized by conseormtive and 
labor members alike. 
Conservative member O l i v e r 
.Lyctleton, .mentioning the «Indus- 
tries previously taken over, said “if 
we add state ownership of iron and 
steel . . . in. reality private indus­ 
try will have ceased to exist ef- 
fectivtly.” 
Gonfinnation came from a great 
liberal newspaper, “The Manches­ 
ter Guardian’*: “The natural out­ 
come of the steel bill is now be­

one buyer in international trade, 
practicing what Winston Churchill 
called “national state trading,** the 
United States as a country prac­ 
ticing competitive private industry 
would be under a handicap. More­ 
over the United States as the lead­ 
ing co'untry practictog competitive 
private ente^rise, as Indeed the 
spearhead of that' system in the 
world, would feel natural, concern 
about the spread of socialism as 
an ideology.

’ The defense mobilization ad­ 
ministration is reported worried 
about future serious bottlenecks in 
vital defense production because of 
the shortage of professional and 
icientlfic personnel.

Building Setback Ordinance 
Proposed In Corte Madera 


David Cohn Sworn In 
As Hub City Councilman 
San Anselmo 
badly neéded a 
street commissioner, so Council- 
designate David Cohn was sworn in 
prior to next Tuesday’s council 
meeting. 
That was an explanation given 
by Mayor Carmel Booth following 
announcement that Cohn had been 
sworn into office by City Clerk Mil­ 
dred Scoggins. The Informal cere­ 
mony took place in the clerk’s of- 
fiea. 


Corte Madera city council has 
taken notice of increasing residen­ 
tial growth in the town and is con­ 
sidering an ordinance to establish a 
general pattern of building setbacks. 
The measure, introduced by Coun­ 
cilman R. L. Marshall at a meeting 
this week, establishes setbacks for 
home in first residential districts 
as follows; 
1—Homes must not be built with­ 
in five feet of either side of the 
property line. 
2—A space of 20 feet must be 
allowed behind each structure. 
3—Homes must be set back at 
least 15 feet from the front line of 
the lot. 
Specific purpose of the ordinance, 
Marshall stated, was to increase the 
setbacks on the side of each home 
from three feet as provided In the 
1946 State building code to five feet. 
He added regulations for new 
buildings in second residential, com­ 
mercial and industrial sections of 
the city will be controlled by the 
state building code as provided in 
the ordinance now being considered 
by councilmen. 
Exceptions provide building in­ 
spector to issue a permit for homes 
to be erected with as little as a three 


foot setback on the sides "when the 
lot has an average width of 35 feet 
or less."

PARIS (UJ5 — Soviet Foreign Min, 
ister Andrei Y. Vishinsky rejected 
a new Allied disarmament plan to­ 
day but called lor a world confer­ 
ence to be held by June 1, 1952, to 
discuss disarmament on Russia's 
terms, including the outlawing of 
atomic weapons. 
Vishinsky, addressing the Gener­ 
al Assembly of the United Nations 
here, called also for a Big Five peace 
pact, an immediate armistice in 
Korea, with withdrawal of all troops 
to the 38th parallel border within 
10 days, and the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Korea within 
three months. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
first outlined to the Assembly the 
new United States-British-French 
disarmament plan including a sys­ 
tem of inspection to prevent cheat­ 
ing.

Acheson challenged Russia to show 
its alleged desire for peace by ac­

KROEGER PLAN CONFAB 
Grand 
Board 
Juror Hits 
'Attitude' 


Courthouse halls resounded today 
with echoes of yesterday’s “closed” 
meeting of Marin county supervisors 
with the grand jury. 
Supervisors and jurors met behind 
closed doors to discuss the progress 
—or lack of progress—in adopting 
recommendations contained in the 
recent Kroeger administrative sur­ 
vey of county government. 
Chairman Emil Pohli of the grand 
jury’s committee to work with the 
supervisors on the survey said he 
was “disillusioned” by the “negative 
attitude” expressed by the super­ 
visors yesterday. 
“Personally,” said Pohli, “I have 
long felt that much good could be 
accomplished and many deficiencies 
of the present county government 
could be rectified if the principal 
recommendation of the Kroeger re­ 
port—appointment of a county ad- 
i ministrative officer and assistant— 
were carried out without delay.” 
‘DOWN THE DRAIN* 
“It seems to me,” he continued, 
“that the $7,800 which the county 
spent for the report has been money 
down the drain.” 
However, Pohli quoted Chairman 
T. Fred Bagshaw of the supervisors 
as insisting (at yesterday's closed 
session) that the mere putting into 
effect of the Kroeger recommenda­ 
tions concemimg job classification 
was worth far more than $7,800 to 
the county. 
“It was evident at yesterday's 
meeting,” Pohli told the Independ- 


ent-Journal today, “that the board 
of supervisors has no intention of 
taking any immediate steps to make 
the very necessary changes in the 
county governmental set up recom­ 
mended in the Kroeger survey. 
“In my humble opinion, the super­ 
visors have been derelict in their 
duty by failing to carry out the 
principal recommendation—appoint­ 
ment of an administrative officer— 
long since. 
“Supervisors (William D.) Fussel- 
man and (James VY Kehoe appear­ 
ed adamant in their opposition to 
the plan, fearing that a county ad­ 
ministrative officer would neces­ 
sarily take away some of the power 
and prerogatives that the super­ 
visors now exercise personally.” 
Supervisor Fusselman, giving his 
report of the meeting as he prom­ 
ised he would, said he told ths 
grand jury the supervisors had been 
studying the administrative officer 
recommendation but had taken no 
action for several reasons. 
WANTS PEOPLE'S VOTE 
Among them Fusselman said, were 
that the board was not sure the 
position is necessary or desirable, 
and that they felt the question 
should be decided by “a vote of the 
people.” 
Pohli said Kehoe did not want 
to “accept the responsibility” for 
putting the plan into effect but 
would prefer to have it submitted 
to a votoe of the plan. Kehoe was

estimated 182 jet fighters—a record 
number—into action today in four 
blazing air battles against 70 Uifited 
Nations jets, only to suffer defeat.

Bayshore Accident 
Problem Caused 
By Intersections 


Added Patrolmen Boost Arrest 
Rate, But Cut Down On Mishaps 


By JOSEPH J. UPPER 


SACRAMENTO UP) — There have 
been more traffic tickets and fewer 
accidents on Bayshore highway since 
law enforcement was stepped up 
several months ago. 
And now state highway engineers 
are thinking about borrowing a 
tricky left him system from Europe 
to make crossings safer on the busy 
peninsula artery. 
They are also working up studies 
on the merits of widening the high­ 
way. installing duck-in left turn 
lungs and constructing doverieaf 
ramp intersections.

The ultimate solution, of course, 
is to build doverieaf intersections, 
Young said. 
But there isn’t enough money to 
solve the problem this way im­ 
mediately, he added, so these al­ 
ternatives are being considered: 


‘EUROPEAN* PLAN 
1—The E u r o p e a n idea which 
would make the motorist bear to 
the right until, by use of a diagonal 
cutoff, he reached that part of the 
side road which lies on the right 
of the highway. 
Then he could move up to the 
intersection of the Bayshore and, 
when the light favored him. make a 
straight crossing over the Bayshore. 
3—The duck-in lanes, similar to 
those on the eastshore freeway ap­ 
proaching the Bay bridge. A left- 
turn driver would duck into one of 
these lanes protected by raised con­ 
crete lane markers and wait for the 
left turn'signal. 
Whatever 
interim 
solution . is 
adopted ljy the highway commis­ 
sion, Young explained, it must be 
of such a nature that it won’t make 
the ultimate Bayshore freeway con­ 
struction extra difficult. 
Young suggested it may be pos­ 
sible to build clover-leafs without 
delay and develop the freeway as 
money becomes available, but that 
again is a decision for the commis­ 
sion to make.

LOS ANGELES (U.fc) — California 
will have to carry a bigger load of 
the new tax bill than most other 
states, but it will have more influ­ 
ence in Washington, according to 
Ronald M. Ketcham, Washington 
representative of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 


“California’s share of the new 
tax bill will be $473,000,000,** Ketch­ 
am told the chamber's federal ac­ 
tion committee yesterday.

Theme Statue' Sculptor At 
State Fair To Lecture Here 
California artist and sculptor Car­ 
roll Barnes is to be the speaker at 
Friday night’s illustrated lecture in 
the “Art in Today’s World” series 
being offered at the College of 
Marin. His subject is “Sculpture Is 
Scale* The lecture will begin at 8 
in the lecture room of the new art 
building on the campus. 


Barnes, who was famous before the 
event, i n c r e a s e d his reputation 
many-fold last September by the 
creation of a m a m m o t h statue 
carved out of a 30-ton section of a 
redwood tree which dominated the 
art display at the California State 
Fair at Sacramento. 


Nicknamed “ P a u l B u n y a n * s 
Daughter,” it was an impressive 
sculptured figure 18 feet high, sym­ 
bolic of California youth reaching 
for the stars. It represented a nude 
16-year old girl with upstretched 
arms groping for stars of lucite 
which crowned the enermous statue 
.in a manner of heavenly blessing 
or, as Barnes conceived it, sugges­ 
tive of youthful aspirations toward 
shhorizons beyond idult and duller 
eyes. 
Barnes is a completely unorthodox 
artist, unfettered by conventions. In 
his art he strives for imagination 
and shapes that are as likely to be 


shocking and provocative as they 
often are pleasing, never limiting 
himself to the restrictions of mirror- 
like reproduction. He has passion 
for pleasing and exciting shapes in 
stone and steel and modem plasties; 
his forms are primarily abstract as­ 
semblies employing sweeping curve« 
and interesting points of unbalanced 
emphasis. 


His art is “modem” in every sense, 
yet critics say it escapes entirely 
the touch of a certain weary, modem 
school concerned mainly with dis­ 
tortion and obsessed with the dread­ 
ful. There is the stamp of youthful 
exuberance in most of his figure« 
in wood and stone. 


Barnes m a k e s his home near 
Visalia, and is as much at home 
driving a tractor as in carving is 
his studio. His Colftge of Marin 
lecture win be illustrated wi t h 
sketches of his own work and will 
include a demonstration of the prin­ 
ciples of his art.

Ross Volley 
Is Lagging 


All was quiet on the Rose Valley 
building front during October, as 
construction showed its usual sea­ 
sonal lag. Total permits came to 
only $104,708, compared with Sep­ 
tember's *380.309. 
Building inspectors In four of five 
towns reported drops. Only excep­ 
tion was Corte Madera, where Frank 
Nelson issued permits for $54,150, 
almost double the total for the pre­ 
vious month of $28,200. Four new 
dwellings accounted for $42,500 of 
the total. 
At San Anselmo, a flood of build­ 
ers during October trying to beat 
the November 1 deadline on mate­ 
rial allocations finally receded. 
Nello Marcucci handled only $42,- 
708 worth of building permits, less 
than a third of September’s $138,475. 
Five new homes were started at a 
cost of $29,479. San Anselmo fig­ 
ures are adjusted to 1940 levels, less 
than half of present costs. 
Joe Regoni at Ross met the same 
situation in his town, where build­ 
ing slumped from a swollen total 
of $115,600 to a quiet $23,700. Only 
one residence was started, at a cost 
of $8,500. 
Fairfax also had less activity, as 
Mrs. Alice Leonesio issued 10 per­ 
mits for five new homes, two gar­ 
ages, and alterations, making a 
monthly total of $35,150. Figure for 
September was $81,486, the highest 
in more than a year.

PARIS 0(P)—At last Paris design­ 
ers seem to be worrying about wear­ 
ability. 
Judged by the just-finished mid­ 
season 
collections, 
they can 
no 
longer be accused of going to foolish 
extremes. In fact, compared with an 
ordinary season, the new fashions 
are just plain tame. Fashion writers 
locking for sensational new trends 
got very little to go on. There were 
no really shocking novelties to re­ 
port. 
In general, the mid-season clothes 
carry on the trends of the autumn, 
perhaps best personified by Dior’s 
simple, wearable dresses.

Wherever rare or poorly-cooked 
pork is eaten, there is danger of 
trichinosis. So much has been writ­ 
ten about the* necessity for the 
thorough cooking of pork, that all 
should be alert to the seriousness of 
this disease. Yet, despite all this, it 
still occurs throughout the world 
and is particularly prevalent in the 
United States. 
The disease-producing organisms 
occur in the form of larvae in in­ 
fected pork flesh. Thorough cooking 
destroys the larvae, but when part­ 
ially-cooked meat is eaten, the lar­ 
vae can cause the disease. 
Dissolve Capsule 
The digestive juices of the small 
intestine dissolve the capsule that 
surrounds the larvae. The adult 
worms released by the digestive 
juices begin to breed new larvae. 
These burrow into the intestinal 
walls, get into the lymphatic ves­ 
sels, pass through the liver and 
lungs, and reach the general blood 
circulation. They then spread all 
over the body to the muscle tissues. 
As a general rule, the muscles of 
the diaphragm, neck, tongue, eyes 
and larynx are affected. The body 
forms cysts around the larvae and 
the cysts become calcified. 
Symptoms of Disease 
Immediately after infection, the 
person may become nauseated, have 
abdominal pain, fever and some 
severe diarrhea. Intermittent fever, 
weakness, pains in the muscles, pro­ 
fuse sweating and swelling of the 
affected muscles may occur. Pain­ 
ful 
swallowing 
and 
trouble 
in 
breathing may also develop. 


In about three weeks, recovery 


usually ia complete, although the 
patient may have vague muscle 
pains pnd be susceptible to fatigue 
for m$ny months. Deaths may oc­ 
cur in feevere cases. 


The diagnosis of trichinosis may 
be very difficult to make. However 
the use of a skin test, in which the 
extract of the trichinella larvae is 
injected under the skin, may be 
helpful. 
Ne Known Treatment 
There is no known treatment for 
trichinosis. If there 
are 
severe 
stomach symptoms after eating in­ 
adequately-cooked pork, it may be 
suggestive of trichinosis, and the 
person should be seen by his physi­ 
cian. If all other conditions are 
eliminated as a possible cause, a 
good purgative, as prescribed by the 
physician, may help prevent spread 
of the disease. The patient should 
be put to bed, at complete rest, dur­ 
ing a severe attack; the use of cal­ 
cium injections may relieve some of 
the pain. 
The best treatment is the preven­ 
tion of this disease by eating only 
pork which has been well cooked. 


So I’m proposing that instead of 
sitting at home listening to soap 
opera & feeling useless, middle-aged 
American mothers should look for 
appropriate paid jobs.

Questions Answered 
Q. In our country which live 
longer, husbands or wives? 
A. On the average the wives do, 
by several years. Husbands seem 
most apt to die between 55 and 60. 
Wives between 60 and 65 or 66. 
There are many theories as to why 
the difference. One common theory 
is that in our country middle-aged 
men have to keep working as hard 
as ever, while middle-aged women 
are over the hump and can begin to 
take it easy.

You get out of a stew exactly 
what you put into it. A little plan­ 
ning and imagination produces a 
homey combination of meat and 
vegetable« that is colorful, flavor­ 
ful, mouth-watering. Chances are 
that the men of your family are 
meat and potato boys. A hale and 
hearty beef stew combines plentiful, 
economy-wise potatoes and other 
seasonal vegetables with economy 
cuts of beef. 
The same high quality protein, 
vitamins and minerals which are 
foung in the most expensive cuts of 
meat are* also found in these beef 
cuts which are suitable f«y stews: 
fore 
shank, brisket, short rib», 
flank, neck, plate, chuck, heel of 
round, kidney. Look for these cuts 
by name when you go to market; 
note their prices and save money. 
Appearance. Cut the meat into 
pieces of uniform size. If you want 
a dark, rich stew, brown the meat. 
Dredging w^th flour before brown­ 
ing heightens still more, color and 
flavor. 
Pick your vegetables with an eye 
for color. Contrast paleness of 
onions and potatoes with gold of 
com or carrots, the green of peas 
or beans, the red of tomatoes. Try 
to keep the cut-up vegetables uni­ 
form in size in strips, slices or 
cubes. 
Serve attractively. Arrange vege 
tables in groups around the meat, 
if you like. A casserole keeps the 
stew hot better than a platter. 
Bring to the table in the Dutch oven 
or kettle in which it was cooked. 
Top or border. Serve stew with to­ 
mato, bacon or parsley dumplings; 
top with biscuit crust or border with 
mashed potatoes sprinkled 
with 
grated cheese and browned in oven. 
A border of fluffy rice or buttered 
egg noodles gives an attractive 
finish, added food values. 
Vegetables for stows. Onions, car­ 
rots and potatoes are standard 
equipment. 
Other 
vegetables 
to 
choose from are peas, green lima 
beans, tomatoes, celery, green beans, 
com, cauliflower, turnips, parsnips 
and rutabagas. Use only one strong- 
flavored vegetable at a time. 
Seasonings for stews. Used wisely, 
herbs and spices give great variety. 
Seasonings go in at the start of 
cooking, by the way. Here are a 
few: bay leaf, thyme, marjoram, 
parsley, celery tops, curry powder, 
cloves, peppercorns, allspices, gar­ 
lic, onion, green pepper, tomato 
juice, Worcestershire sauce, chili 
sauce, catchup, dry or prepared 
mustard. No excuse for menu mo- 


Turnips Turn Up 
In Many Ways 
Turnips have been cultivated since 1 
earliest times. Modem research has 
proved than a good source of sev­ 
eral vitamins. Good Winter turnips 
of the purple-top variety have all 
the characteristics of quality root 
vegetables; smooth skin, firmness 
and good weight for their size. 
Raw turnips. Serve them in strips 
similar to carrot «trips, shaved or 
grated in salads such as turnip and 
apple or with cabbage and green 
pepper. They’re good in sandwiches 
once in a while. 
t ook turnips. Steam them. Boil 
them and mash them. Quarter and 
cook in stew or with roast. Shaved, 
cooked for about 5 minutes in a very 
little boiling salted water and in a 
covered pan, they are delicious when 
simply seasoned with butter, salt 
and pepper. Or cut in strips (juli­ 
enne) and cook for 10 minutes as 
noted above. Or scallop them. 
Scalloped Turnip*. Parboil 4 cups ! 
diced turnips in boiling salted wdter 
for 15 minutes. Drain, saving water 
to dilute the evaporated milk. Melt 
2 tablespoons fat or oil and mix 
with 1 cup coarse dry bread crumbs. 
Place alternate layers of turnips 
and bread crumbs in a greased dish, 
sprinkling salt and pepper on each 
layer of turnips. Pour on *4 cup 
evaporated milk diluted with % cup 
water in which turnips were cooked. 
Bake In moderate oven until tumpis 
ait tender, crumbs browned, which 
will take about 20 minutes. Serves 
six.

notony when it comes to stews 
Preparation Review. 
Cut meat 
in uniform pieces, usually about 1*4 
inch cubes. Season with salt and 
pepper. Dredge with flour, if de­ 
sired. Brown meat well in its own 
fat or in hot lard. Best utensil is 
a heavy kettle with tight-fitting 
lid or Dutch oven. Add just enough 
water, either hot or cold to cover 
meat. Cover kettle closely and 
cook at simmering until meat is 
tender, usually about 14 to 2 hours. 
Never boil or meat becomes dry 
and stringy. 
Add vegetables just long enough 
before serving to insure their be­ 
ing cooked. Remove meat and vege­ 
tables and arrange on platter or in 
casserole . . . or plan to return to 
cooking utensil. Thicken stock, if 
desired, with flour smoothed in 
small amount of water (2 table­ 
spoons flour for each cup of liquid). 
Stir gradually into stock, bring to 
a boil, cook until thickned, stirring 
constantly. Serve around meat and 
vegetables or in a separate bowl.

Griddle Cake Suppers 


Call them pancakes, flapjacks or 
griddle cakes, they can easily be­ 
come supper specialties by simply 
adding kernel com, berries, pecans, 
walnuts or shredded cold meats. 
Of course you know that the tem­ 
perature of the griddle on which 
you bake is important. If the grid­ 
dle is not hot enough, the cakes 
will be a pale color. If too hot, the 
cakes will not brown evenly and 
will bum more easily. The griddle 
is right for frying pancakes when 
a few drops of water sprinkled over 
it, dance on the surfacef 
Cook each cake until the under­ 
side is brown and bubbles burst on 
top, then turn and complete bak­ 
ing. Never turn more than once. 
When serving with syrup, it is 
best to have the syrup hot, too. 


Store Meat With Care 
These are days to buy and handle 
meat carefully. Choose the thriftier 
cuts. Purchase only the amount re­ 
quired to take care of your family’s 
immediate needs unless, of course, 
you have a deep freeze*or locker. 
Store carefully until ready to ;use. 
Remove meat from store wrap­ 
pings and re-wrap loosely in waxed 
paper, leaving the ends open so 
that a little air may enter. 
Store in coldest part of refrig­ 
erator. The larger the cut, the 
longer time it may be stored. Roasts 
may be held for several days; small 
cuts should be used within a day 
or two. Ground beef is extremely 
perishable; should be used the day 
purchased or the very next day.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
How We've 'Grown, Prospered' 
Under Truman Administration 


‘'California has grown and prospered under 
the Truman administration,“ says the First 
Congressional district co-chairman of the Dem­ 
ocratic party of California (in a letter pub­ 
lished elsewhere on this page today.) 
You could have fooled us. 
We thought California had grown and pros­ 
pered during the f.ast nine years under the ad­ 
ministration of Governor Earl Warren, 
e

A* citizens of the United States, Californians 
it is true have been under the rule of the 
present Washington Administration since that 
fateful day in April of 1945 when Harry S. 
Truman suddenly and unexpectedly found 
himself taking the oath of office as our presi­ 
dent. 
. Let’s have a look at the record of the six 
and a half year» which have since elapsed: 
let’s see how we Americans have “grown and 
prospered.” 
Six and a half years ago the United States 
was the most powerful nation on the face of 
the globe. We had the strongest army, navy 
and air force in the world. We had a monop­ 
oly on the atomic bomb. So far as people in the 
world were concerned, there were approxi­ 
mately 1,760,000.000 on our side and only 180,- 
000.000 on the Communist side. 
Six and a half vears have passed — six and 
a half yean of conferences, of “little” wars 
like the one in Korea, of lack of leadership in 
Washington. And what is the situation todav? 
Today, we are no longer stronger on the 
ground; we think we are stronger in strategic air 
hut we know we are weaker in tactical air. We 
think we’re stronger on the sea but we know 
were weaker beneath the sea. 
We no longer 
have a monopoly on the atomic bomb, although 
we still think we have more A-bombs than doe* 
our potential enemy. And when we analyze the 
breakdown in peoples in the world, what do we 
find? Today, there are only 450,000,000 people 
that can be counted on the side of the free 
nations — our side. 
There are 800,000,000 
people on the Communist side, and there are 
600,000,000 that will have to be classified as 
neutral - countries like India and Pakistan. 
In other words, six and a half years ago the 
odds in people in the world were 9-to-l in our 
favor and today they are 5-to-S against us. 
Despite the millions of words of testimony 
by administration witnesses in the MacArthur 
hearings, attempting to justify, explain and 
accuse this record, the simple fact remains that 
we have lost 600,000,000 people to the Com­ 
munists in six and one half yean — nearly 100,- 
000,000 per year. 
So much for “our growth and prosperity” in 
International relations under the Truman ad­ 
ministration. 
Now let’s take a look at that part of the rec*

ord relating to the internal security of our 
nation in this unfriendly world in which we 
find ourselves. 
Leaving out the cases in which charges have 
been^nade but not yet proven, and consider­ 
ing only those cases in which documentary 
evidence, court convictions, and confessions of 
those involved established the truth of the 
charges, here are some of the top members of 
the administration involved in Communist 
activities: 
Alger Hiss, who was the secretary of the 
United Nations conference, a member of the 
policy planning division of our State Depart­ 
ment and one of our top advisers at the Yalta 
conference; Harry Dexter White, a former as­ 
sistant secretary of the treasury; Lee Pressman, 
a former general counsel of the CIO who by 
his own admission at a time when he was gen­ 
eral counsel to two top agencies of this govern­ 
ment in 1955 was a card-carrying, dedicated 
member of the Communist party; Nathan Witt, 
former secretary of the National Labor Rela­ 
tion* board; Julian »Wadleigh of the trade 
agreements section of the State Department, 
William Remington who held a $10,00-a- 
year job with the Commerce Department, 
where his dutv was to clear exports to the iron- 
curtain countries. 
There are a score of others who held similar 
positions of power and influence, but this list 
will suffice to indicate the seriousness of the 
problem and the effectiveness with which the 
Communists infiltrated the very highest coun­ 
cils of the administration. 
And not long ago we saw the shocking ex­ 
posure of the atomic spy ring in the United 
States; a ring which was so effective that, ac­ 
cording to General Groves who headed our 
atomic projects during the war, the Russians 
obtained the secrets of the atomic bomb at 
least five years before they would have gotten 
them bv their own dev ices. 
The fact that this infiltration occurred is 
not, however, what is particularly disturbing. 
The tragedy is that top administration officials 
have refused time and time again to recognize 
the existence of the “fifth column? in our coun­ 
try and to take effective action to clean sub­ 
versives out of the administrative branch of 
the government in Washington. 
And that’s how we Americans have enjoyed 
“growth and prosperitv” in the field of internal 
security in an unfriendly world under the T ru­ 
man administration. 
* 
We’ll pursue this matter of “growth and 
prosperity” further in this space tomorrow', 
with special attention to the situation which 
has seen our military strength dwindle pitifully 
despite huge defense app^priations. And we’ll 
examine some of the records relating to the 
moral standards of the Truman administration.

May Get More 
Aid From U.S. 
After the victory of the conserve« • 
tive party and Winston Churchill 
in the recent British election, re­ 
action in the United States tended 
to put strong emphasis on the 
outcome. Much of the interpreta­ 
tion held that socialism in Britain 
had not merely a check but a re­ 
verse. Which it was depends large­ 
ly on whether Prime Minister 
Churchill undertakes to undo the 
labor government’s nationalization 
of the iron and steel industry and 
whether he succeeds. 
If Mr. Churchill moves toward 
this, the socialist party leaders can 
be expected to resist desperately. 
For them, undoing of the nation­ 
alization of iron and steel would 
be Ideological life or death, and 
the temperament and zeal of some 
of them-justifies Winston Chur­ 
chill’s phrase “socialist bigots.** 
Their 
Implacable 
determination 
and the importance they attach to 
the nationalization of this indus­ 
try was made plain in the original 
debate on nationalizing iron and 
steel that took place in late UK«. 
ONE LABOR PARTY member * 
said that "no labor government 
concerned about Us future can 
possibly afford not to nationalise 
iron and steel.’* The reason lies in 
the^eystone importance of steel in 
any country’s economy.

THE ZEAL OF THE labor party 
for nationalizing iron and steel 
ignored not only objections within 
Britain but a concern that might 
arise in the United States. If the 
Britist iron and steel industry were 
completely nationalized, with the 
government as the one seller and 
one buyer in international trade, 
practicing what Winston Churchill 
called “national state trading," the 
United States as a country prac­ 
ticing competitive private industry 
would be under a handicap. More­ 
over the United States as the lead­ 
ing country practicing competitive 
private enterprise, as indeed the 
spearhead of that* system in the 
world, would feel natural concern 
about the spread of socialism as 
an ideology. 
But this feeling had no official 
expression in the United States 
and no effective unofficial expres­ 
sion. At the time the' iron and 
steel industry was nationalized in 
Britain, we were making large 
gifts to Britain under the Marshall 
Plan and otherwise. In roll calls 
in congress on these appropria­ 
tions, the opposition was practical­ 
ly negligible. Our position was de­ 
termined by a conclusive fact, we 
and Britain were together in re­ 
sistance to Russian communism.

NEW YORK CP)—A shortage at 
skilled workers is already showing 
up in some defense industries. And 
the government is expected to urge 
industrial firms to step up train­ 
ing programs. 
More than 5,000 skilled workers 
tre badly needed in the tool 
making industry, the national tool 
and die manufacturers association 
reports. 
A campaign to induce more 
young men to study engineering— 
and to induce the government not 
to draft them while they’re study­ 
ing—is to be pushed by the engin­ 
eering manpower commission of 
the engineers joint council. The 
council says there’s a need right 
now for 80,000 more engineer! to 
man the expanding industrial plant 
6£ the nation. 


HOW TO END THE “alarming 
shortage of engineers and scient­ 
ists in the United States” will be 
tackled by 60 educators at the 
second Thomas Alva Edison foun­ 
dation institute for science teach­ 
ers to be held next week in West 
Orange, N.J. 
* The defense mobilization ad­ 
ministration is reported worried 
about future serious bottlenecks in 
vital defense production because of 
the shortage of professional and 
scientific personnel. 
To meet this problem both gov­ 
ernment and priyate industry came 
forth today with plans — training 
for new men, more pay and pro­ 
ductivity for old. 
Factories and plants should pro­ 
vide training plans both for new 
workers and for increasing the 
skills of present workers, the gov­ 
ernment holds. 
Industry’s reply ir that some 
government policies are actually 
helping to increase the shortage 
of skilled men. 
“You get a fellow half trained 
and then he is drafted,” one of 
the tool makers complains. Others 
charge that some of their workers 
are being lured away by the offer 
of higher pay in new manufactur­ 
ing plants. 


PIRATING OF WORKERS has 
been charged in other industries 
also, as many fast growing indus­ 
trial 
communities recruit men 
from older sections. 
One suggestion of meeting the 
problem of skilled labor shortages 
is to step up productivity. More 
efficient use of present engineer­ 
ing personnel has been urged by 
a federal official, who has said 
that an increase of 10 per cent 
in productivity would be equal to 
adding 40,000 engineers to the 
laboring force. 
Increased productivity is being 
tried by at least one steel com­ 
pany as a way to ease the critical 
steel shortage. 
Jones and Laughlin Steel Cor­ 
poration announced that 25.009 
production workers will have a 
chance to boost their pay by a* 
much as 35 per cent. To do so, 
they’ll have to produce more steel 
products.

That was an explanation given 
by Mayor Carmel Booth following 
announcement that Cohn had been 
sworn Into office by City Clerk Mil­ 
dred Scoggins. The informal cere­ 
mony took place in the clerk's of­ 
fice. 


Corte Madera city council has 
taken notice of increasing residen­ 
tial growth in the town and is con­ 
sidering an ordinance to establish a 
general pattern of building setbacks. 
The measure, introduced by Coun­ 
cilman R. L. Marshall at a meeting 
this week, establishes setbacks for 
home in first residential districts 
as follows: 
1—Homes must not be built with­ 
in five feet of either side of the 
property line. 
2—A space of 20 feet must be 
allowed behind each structure. 
3—Homes must be set back at 
least 15 feet from the front line of 
the lot. 
Specific purpose of the ordinance, 
Marshall stated, was to increase the 
setbacks on the side of each home 
from three feet as provided in the 
1946 State building code to five feet. 
He added regulations for new 
buildings in second residential, com­ 
mercial and industrial sections of 
the city will be controlled by the 
state building code as provided in 
the ordinance now being considered 
by councilmen. 
Exceptions provide building in­ 
spector to issue a permit for homes 
to be erected with as little as a three 


foot setback on the sides “when the 
lot has an average width of 35 feet 
or less."

It also provides “when an exist­ 
ing structure, built before resolu­ 
tion was passed, has an established 
setback on sides of less than five 
feet, the same line may be main­ 
tained in future modifications of the 
building." 
On the matter of established front 
lines in a neighborhood, which 
caused much discussion by the coun­ 
cil, Marshall explained the ordinance 
allows, “a neighborhood pattern of 
front lines less than 15 feet to be 
maintained if established by five or 
more houses on the same side of the 
street in the same block.” 
City’s planning commission is also 
directed to grant variance permits 
in hardship cases.
